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Council 


Reverses 
on Sewerage Plan 


SEWERAGE COULD BE A REALITY WITHIN TWO YEARS 

The Altona Council has now endorsed the Board of 
Works plan for a sewerage treatment works west of 
Kooringal Golf Course with effluent being discharged 
into the bay. The only proviso suggested by the coun- 
cil is that the effluent be piped along the Explosives 
. Pier and be discharged into deep water. te 


In August the council stated they 
were strongly opposed to discharging the 


effluent into the bay. 


The council reversed their 
decision following a meeting 
with Board of Works repre- 
sentative Mr. McIntosh who 
outlined the proposed system 
and showed councillors plans 
of the scheme. This was fol- 
lowed up by a tour of similar 
works in operation in other 
districts. 

At the council meeting last 
Tuesday Cr. G. den Dulk said 
the council had now come to 
the conclusion that by agree- 
ing to the plan they would be 
giving a tremendous lift to 
Altona and as it is a tem- 
porary measure to last from’ 


12 to 20 years he said it was 
hoped its life would only be 
12 years. He suggested, how- 
ever, that it would not be too 
much to ask for the effluent 
to be piped to the end of the 
Explosives Pier to enable it 
to be discharged further out 
to see. Cr. den Dulk also con- 
siders the settling ponds 
should be edged with con- 
crete instead of an earth bank. 

Cr. H. W. Lee remarked on 
the effect of beautification 
plans which takes away the 
unsightliness of the works and 
that Mr. McIntosh had in- 
fered that the works could be 


completed within two years. 
Cr. Lee said it appears by 
agreeing to the Board’s plans 
Altona can be sewered within 
two years, otherwise it could 
be 20 years. 

Cr. A. J. Fisher commented 
on the lack of strong odour 
at the Kew and _ Braeside 
plants councillors visited. He 
said there was no odour as far 
as he was concerned. He had 
also made the same observa- 
tion when visiting small towns 
with this system of sewerage. 
In the Upper Yarra area 
land had been purchased for 
a similar plant said Cr. V. 
Hearn. The plant had proved 
so inoffensive that some of 
the land had now been re- 
leased for building and some 
very attractive buildings were 
now quite close to the plant.

20 p.c. RATE 
INCREASE 


Ratepayers will pay 20 
per cent. more in rates to 
the Shire of, Altona this 
year. . 

The council has reduced 
the rate in the £1 from 
2/2d. to 2/-, but revalua- 
tion of properties has in- 
creased the net annual 
value by 29.5 per cent. 

The new valuation re- 
,turned on September 30 
totals £3,345,431, whereas a 
valuation at the same date 
based on old valuation fig- 
ures would have been 
£2,582,565—an.. overall. in- 
crease of 29.5 per cent. 

A comparable rate with 
the 2/2d. in the £1 rated 
Jast year would be 1/8d. in 
the £1 on the new valua- 
tion, 

1/8d. ‘in the £1 would 

have given the council ap- 
proximately the same re- 
turn from rates as last year 
*—£278,000. The new rate 
‘will provide £334,543. 
The council] found the 
effective increase from 
1/8d. to 2/ necessary to 
meet rising costs, provide 
for the library and make 
suitable provision for loans 
and overdrafts. :

have little for which to thank in the activities 
of Mr. J. Meliors, Weights and Measures 
Inspector for the Shire of Altona. 

Recent prosecutions concerned with 
Sunday bread revéal a disquieting set of cir- / 


cumstances. Bread 


is found consistently 


underwéight, and the producing bakery is not 
known. The conditions of delivery also are 
not all that could be desired. 

Fresh bread may be wanted—but not 
at all costs. The cost should not include un- 
lawful profit by an unknown producer and 
the lack of knowledge of the conditions under 
which such bread is prepared. 

Sunday bread making of dubious leg- 
ality is practised in unknown bakeries where 
hygiene could be at least of doubtful stan- 


dard. 


Fresh bread may be wanted on Sundays. 
If it is needed (there is a difference), it 
should be available’ through ‘recognised 
channels from reputable bakeries. 


The number of 


offences occuring in 


Altona (the bread is manufactured elsewhere) 
indicates that these practices are widespread 


throughout Melbourne. 


Reports of prosecu- 


tions are forwarded to the Bread Manu- 


facturers Association 


who are thus being 


made aware of how their industry is being 


undermined. 


In the meantime those who require 
fresh bread must observe the maximum—let 


the buyer beware. 


A recent prosecution in Sunshine in 
a small bakery revealed some extremely un- 


pleasant conditions.

Gn Tuesday next, Aus- 
tralia’s major horse race, the 
- Melbourne Cup, will be run 
at Flemington, and many 
Punters will be having a 
flutter on their fancy. Few 
people would stop to con- 
sider how much work goes 
into training a horse for 
such a major event, 


Although he never trained | 
a Melbourne Cup winner, Bill 
Smart who was formerly a 
top class jockey and trainer, 
would tell you a lot of work 
and planning goes into prepar- 
ing a horse for a major, handi- 
cap. 2And he should know, as 
he prepared Mutable who won 
the 1937 2% mile Australian 
Cup and many other handicaps 
with as much as 9.2: on his 
back; the horse also ran third 
in the 2 mile 1937 Adelaide 
Cup. ' 

Consistent sprinter Phenom- 
onen was another good winner 
trained by Smart, and the 
horse won 22 races, with 2 
dead-heats, 21 seconds and 10 
thirds to his score of placings. 
Included in Phenomonent’s list 
of sprint wins were the Totali- 
sator Handicap in South Aus- 
tralia, the Ascot 500 and many 
other wins in Melbourne and 
Queensland. 5 

Smart has trained numerous 
other horses to success and the 
last winner he led in was Alder- 
shot who won the Queen’s 
Plate at Flemington, and in 
doing so defeated Rising Fast 
and Cromis, both winners in 
W.F.A. and Cup races, 

Ballarat-born, Smart was a 
champion jockey in his day, 
and his first city winner was 





at the old Williamstown track 


in August 1906 on a_ horse 
named Mafia. 

He was first apprenticed to 
trainer Tom Wilson and while 
serving his time, his ability as 
a horseman enabled him to be 
engaged to ride for the ace 
\rainer of the day, Walter 
Hickenbotham. 

Over the years very few 
jockeys are engaged on re- 
tainer, but Smart rode under 
these terms to VRC committee- 
men John Turnbull and Alan 
Currie, also the “S. A. Raw- 
don” stable, ‘ 

In 1915 Smart rode Pat. 
robas to victory in the Caul 
field Guineas and the VRC 
Derby, but owing to being 
overweight was not able to 
ride that horse in the Mel- 
bourne Cup which he went 
on to win, 

Sprint and distance races 
came all the_same to Smart, 
as among his major wins are 
a victory on Ionit in the 1914 


six furlong Newmarket Handi-,tunnel ball; Williamstown Nth. 


cap, followed by a win on 
Blague in the same race a year 
later. 

He won the Goodwood 
Handicap in South Australia 
on Blague and the Hill Stakes 
in Sydney on the same horse; 
this fine galloper carried Smart 
to many other victories. Re- 
gardiess of where he rode, 
Smart recorded winning rides, 
among which were the 1915 
Hobart Cup on Defence and 
the Launceston Cup on Buck- 
law. 

While domiciled in Queens- 
land, he rode winners at vari- 
ous tracks, including Towns- 
ville and Chartres Towers. Al- 
so in Queensland, ‘Smart 
travelled at times by aeroplane 
to some distant race meetings. 
He could quite easily go on 
record as being the first jockey 
to use this form of transport. 

Smart is not the only mem- 
ber of his family to be con- 
hected with the racing game,

G. den Dulk, a member of 
‘the Fly Control Committee, 
and Mr J. Mellors, senior 
Heaitth Inspector of the 
Shire of Altona, attended: 

- Cr. Curtis told the gather- 

ing that the fly was historical- 

ly mankind’s most persistent 
and dangerous enemy. 

“We need look no further 
than the family Bible,” Cr. 
Curtis said, “to find the evi- 
dence of the early recognition 
of the fly as a health nuisance.” 

He quoted from Exodus 8:24 
in which it is written, “And 
there came a grievous swarm 
of flies into the house Pharaoh, 
and into his servant’s houses, 
and into the land- of all Egypt, 
and the land was corrupted by 
this kind of flies.” 

Cr. Curtis then pointed out 
{that right through history the 
fly, Musca Domestica, has 
been recognised as a disease 
carrier and a threat to family 
health. 

He recalled how at the turn 
of the century 80 per cent of 
American military casualties 
were caused by typhoid fever; 
the fly was named as_ the 
major single vector in the 
spread of the disease. . 

Cr. Alan Whalley, chairman 
of the Fly Control! Committee, 
pointed out that the campaign 
stemmed from action by the 
Melbourne, City Council  to- 
ward the end of last summer, 
when it had ‘asked the Muni- 
cipal Association to take a 
serious Jook at the whole 
problem of fly control. 

Subsequently, with the full 
co-operation of the Health 
Commission and based on the 
information gained in+a_ pilot 
survey of Moorabbin some 
three years! ago, the plan for 
the current campaign was pre- 
pared. 

“As I announced earlier, the 
campaign will consist, primarily 
of a survey of all registered 
premises in the co-operating 
municipalities followed by 
sample surveys of private 
dwellings and secondly per 
medium of publicity, an at- 
tempt will be made to educate 
the householder in the role of 
the individual in control of 
Musca Domestica.” 

Cr. Whalley said that the 
part played by the house- 
holder would spell success or 
failure of the campaign. 

“We do not seriously believe 
we can completely eradicate 
flies, but we know with cer- 
tainty that it is possible to con- 
siderably reduce their number. 

“The steps to be taken 
around the home are relatively 
simple and fundamentally com- 
prise nothing more than atten- 
tion to basic rules of hygiene.” 

Cr. Whalley said that the 
advice to be given would in-/ 
volve: 

@ Wrap all garbage before 
placing in a bin with a 
tight fitting lid. 

© Clean up fowl yards, pet 
pens and other animal 
droppings. 

* Do not allow lawn clippings 
to become ideal incubators 
for flies. 

® Screen all windows and 
doors against the entry of 
flies and destroy those that 
enter the home with a 
“knock-down” type spray. 

© Make sure incinerator wastes 
are completely burnt and do 
not harbor flies. - 

© Regard “Musca Domestica” 
as your deadly personal 
enemy at all times. 

Cr. Whalley warned that 
there would be some confusion 
between Musca Domestica— 
the common house fly—and 
Musca Sorbens, the smaller 
annoying bush fly normally 
found round beaches and pic- 
nic grounds during summer. 

“As little is known about the 
bush fly, effective control is 
not readily possible. How- 








ever, the bush fly rarely en- 
ters the home, and is largety 
a pest because’ of its naiganee! 
value.” 

Cr. Whalley said it was 
hoped at the end of the cam- 
paign when checking-up sur- 
veys had been made, to be 
able to report a considerable 
reduction in the population of 
Musca Domestica,
